TORONTO, Sept. 1 0 (R) — World finan- 
cial leaders made more progress than expec- 
ted this week ou a host of pressing global 
problems, spurred on by debt crises in Mex- 
ico and other Third World countries. 

The annual joint meetings of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) and World 
Bankj the two largest global lending agencies, 
rarefy produce concrete results. But the hun- 
dreds of finance ministers, central bankers 
and economic advisers at this year's session in 
Toronto were beset by dears that financial 
crises such as Mexico’s would cause the col- 
lapse of the international banking system. So. 
the major countries that control the IMF and 
World Bank agreed that they had to find a 
way to bolster both agencies' resources. 

In a rare show of cooperation, donor 
nations agreed to pump $2 billion into the 
International Development Association 
(IDA), the . World Bank's cash-starved 
affiliate which makes interest-free loans to 
the poorest countries. While no specific 
agreement was reached on expanding the 
IMFs resources, the industrial countries did 
make progress toward one. 

- This resulted from concessions by the 
United States, which was originally against 
any b|g increase in contributions to the IMF 
by member countries, largely because it 
would have to pay the biggest share as it has 
the workf s largest economy. But by the end 
of the meeting, Washington had stated that it 
was wilting significantly to narrow differences 
with its European allies before an IMF 
meeting in Washington next April. 

The Europeans have been pushing for an 
increase of between 50 and 100 percent in 
national contributions to the IMF. During the 
meeting European countries also appeared to 
drop- some df their initial objections to a 
finaiacial crisis fund suggested by Washing- 
ton, which they originally feared was merely a 
U.S. diversionary tactic to avoid talking 
about what they saw as the urgent need to 
increase IMF contributions. 

But eventually, agreement was reached to 
give the U.S. proposal serious consideration 
in time for possible action at next April's 
talks. The Toronto conference alto produced 
progress on the thorny issue of economic 
sanctions. 

U.S. Treasury Secretary Donald Regan 
offered an olive branch to West European 
leaders, angered by Washington's sanctions 
against companies supplying equipment for 
the Soviet gas pipeline to Western Europe. 
Britain, Fiance, West Germany and Italy 
have told their companies to defy the sanc- 
tions, which President Reagan imposed to 
penalize Moscow for wbat he called Soviet 
involvement in the military crackdown in

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Arabs make major peace offer 


FEZ, Morocco, Sept. 10 (AP) - Arab 
leaders Thursday offered Israel the first 
general peace settlement in its history, pro- 
vided Israel withdraws from all occupied 
Arab territory and accepts a Palestinian state 
with its capital in East Jerusalem. 

The offer, made at the end of a four- day 
Arab summit meeting, also demanded Israeli 
acceptance of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization as tbc “sole legitimate rep- 
resentative” of the Palestinian people and the 


dismantlement of every Jewish settlement 
established in Arab terri - jry since 1967. 

All the Arab conditions have been 
repeatedly rejected by h ad in the past and 
seemed unlikely to win tK.eptance in their new 
form. A declaration published by the Arab 
leaden stopped short o: making a specific 
commitment to any fu’ure mutual recog- 
nition between Israel ar ; j jhe Arab states.

FEZ. Morocco, Sept. 10 (R) — An 
eight-point Arab Middle East peace plan, 
announced at the end of the Arab League 
summit Thursday night was as follows: 

— Israeli withdrawal from all territories 
occupied in the 1967 Middle East war. 
including the Arab sector of Jerusalem. 

— The dismantling of Jewish settlements 
set up after 1 967 on occupied territory. 

— - Freedom of religious observance in 
Jerusalem's holy places. 

— Reaffirmation of the right of the Pales- 
tinian people to self-determination and the 
exercise of its inalienable national rights 


under the leadership o: ihe Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization (PLO). its sole, legiti- 
mate representative. 

— The West Bank and Gaza Strip to be 
placed under U.N. mandate for an interim 
period, not exceeding several months. 

— The creation of an independent Pales- 
tinian state with Jerusalem as its capital. 

— U.N. Security Cnuneil guarantees of 
peace for all states in the region, including 
the independent Palestinian state. 

— U.N. Security Council guarantees for 
the observance of these principles. j 


Full text of declaration 


FEZ. Morocco. Sept. 10 (AP) — The Arab 
summit conference has called for placing the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip under the control 
of the United Nations for a transitionary 
period not exceeding a few months. 

The summit which ended Thursday night 
adopted a declaration, the full text of which is 
given below: 

The 12th Arab summit was held in Fez on 
the 27th Moharram 1402 (Islamic calendar) 
corresponding to the 25th November 1981. 

After suspending its work, it resumed from 
the 17th to the 20th Dhul Qa'da 1402. cor- 
responding to the 6thto9th September 1 982, 
under the chairmanship of his Majesty King 
Hassan IL king of the Kingdom of Morocco. 
All Arab countries took part in the work of 
the summit with the exception or the Libyan 
Arab Jamabqya (Republic). 

In view of the grave and delicate circums- 
tances through which the Arab nation is pas- 
sing and of the feeling of historic national 


responsibility, their majesties and their excel- 
lencies. the kings, presidents and emirs of the 
Arabs examined the important questions 
submitted m the summit and took the follow- 
ing decisions: 

I. The Israeli-Arab co nfl ict 
The summit paid homage to the resistance 
of the forces of the Palestine revolution, the 
Lebanese and Palestinian peoples and the 
Syrian Arab armed forces and reaffirmed its 
support to the Palestinian people in the 
struggle to recover its inalienable national 
rights. 

The summit, convinced of the power of the 
Arab nation to achieve its legitimate objec- 
tives and put an end to the aggression, on the 
basis of ttv* fundamental principles laid down 
by the rirat> summits and in view of the desire . 
of the Arab countries to pursue action by 
every means for the achievement of a just 
peace in the Middle East, taking account of

PLO chairman to join panel 


FEZ, Morocco, Sept. 10 (AFP) — Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization Chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat will be a member of the committee 
of Arab leaders due to visit the five per- 
manent member countries of the United 
Nations Security Council to inform them of 
the results of the Arab summit here. King 
Hassan II announced Friday. 

The king told a press conference here that 
if the United States refused to accept Arafat, 
that would not be an obstacle to the Arab 
leaders’ mission which will involve them m 
talks with the Soviet Union, Britain, France 
and China. 

In another development. King Hassan 
proposed that a special conference of the 
Organization of African Unity be held at the 
UJN. in Geneva a or New York in a bid to 
restore unity in the group, split over the 
Saharan issue. He also announced that Pres- 
idents Saddam Hussein of Iraq and Hafez 
Assad of Syria bad agreed to meet m the next 


couple of months to iron out differences bet- 
ween them. 

Referring to Israel by name. King Hassan 
urged a positive response to the Arab 
initiative on the Middle East. “The Arab 
world, without renouncing its rights nor any 
other means to achieve (results), has opened 
a new chapter in history,” the king said. With 
the invasion of Lebanon, “ Israel has killed 
the souls of thousands of children, which will 
result in a wave of international terrorism in 
the 1 990s,” the king warned. 

Referring to point seven in the Arab peace 
plan, King Hassan said that the "first step is 
to achieve a state of non-belligerence guaran- 
teed by the Security Council, within the 
framework of pre-1967 frontiers.” Point 
seven called for the U.N. Security Council to 
guarantee peace in all nations of the region, 
including “the independent Palestinian 
state." 


European space mission flops badly 



PARIS, Sept. 10 (R) — The European 
space launcher Ariane plunged back to earth 
shortly after takeoff Friday on its first com- 
mercial mission to put two satellites into 
orbit, a mission spokesman said. 

“The mission was a failure _The rocket 
probably fell into the sea. but the causes are 
still a mystery.” said a spokesman for the 
European Space Agency (ESA). Ariane L -5 
blasted off from Kourou in French Guiana 
shortly after 0200 GMT. Its first and second 
stages fired successfully before a propulsion 
or guidance problem in the final stage forced 
it on to a lower trajectory than planned, the 
spokesman said. 

Speaking from the French space center at 
Evry. near Paris, he said tracking stations lost 
all contact with the launcher. The failure of 
Friday’s operation is a setback to the ESA's 
attempts to market Ariane as an alternative 
to the U.S. space shuttle for contracts in the 


growing satellite market. 

Ariane, financed by the 12 member states 
of the ESA. had already won 35 contracts for 
satellite launches, several from major U.S. 
communications companies. But the- ESA 
spokesman said there might now be delays in 
these launches. 

The two satellites which should have gone 
into orbit Friday were Manes -b, a shipping 
communications satellite, and Sirio -2. a 
satellite for monitoring weather conditions 
and synchronizing atomic clocks around the 
wotid. Experts estimated that the rocket and 
the two satellites cost about $60 million while 
the cost of the whole program over the last 
10 years is put at $1 billion.

With the exception of Egypt, no Arab 
state has ever gone so far toward formally 
accepting the existence of the state of Israel. 
Egypt was expelled from the Arab League for 
signing the Camp David agreements in 1 978 
and was not represented at the summit.

The Arab proposals were based largely on 
a peace plan put forward last year by King 
Fahd, then Crown Prince. But the Arab 
leaders* secret debate on the issue was 
dominated by President Reagan's surprise 
peace initiative published a few days before 
the summit opened. The Reagan plan was not 
officially on tbe summit agenda. Morocco's 
Minister of State Moulay Ahmad Alaoui 
said, however, that h showed an unpreceden- 
ted new willingness on the pan of the United 
States to consider a just solution of the Pales- 
tinian problem, and tbe Arab leaders decided 
to go as far as they could to respond to the 
American gesture.

Israel rejects 
peace plan 

' LONDON Sept. 10 (Agencies) — Tbe 
peace plan adopted by Arab leaders at the 
Fez summit Thursday night has received a 
cautious welcome in Washington, London 
and Cairo but — as expected — was rejected 
by Israel and (ran. 

U.S. Defense Secretary Caspar Wein- 
berger. interviewed by the NBC television 
network, said the proposals represented 
"some progress:’ but stressed that the Middle 
East peace plan put forward last week by U.S. 
President Reagan was "infinitely better 
because it calls for conditions that would 
form the basis for negotiations by more par- 
ties;' Secretary of State George Shultz pre- 
ferred the Reagan peace plan. 

In Tel Aviv, a communique from the Israeli 
Foreign Ministry "categorically” turned 
down the Arab plan because of its advocacy 
of a Palestinian state which, the communique 
said "constitutes a threat to the existence of 
Israel." 

It said "Israel cannot seriously consider 
this plan which does not contain any new 
element different from the traditional Arab 
position.” The statement said that" instead of 
raising such useless proposals, it would have 
been much better if the Arab states would 
immediately open negotiations with us in 
order to bring peace and prosperity to the 
whole region through signing peace treaties 
between each of them and Israel.”

duction at a SR25 million plant at the Jeddah 


Industrial City. 
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Takal S. Mahrous 

The construction of the fully air con- 
ditioned factory building is complete and the 
required machinery has already arived from 
Switzerland and West Germany. Installation 
will begin soon to enable the factory to com- 
mence production in November, said Saudi 
Swiss Company for Electricity Meters 
ChairmaD Tala! S. Mahrous. 

The venture in which he holds an 80 per- 
cent share, will manufacture three-phase 
electricity meters in technical collaboration 
with Swiss-based Landis & Gyr Group, one 
of the largest manufacturers of electricity 
meters in the world. 

Mahrous, who is also president of the Gol- 
den Trading and Contracting Organization, 
told Arab News, Landis & Gyr are already 
here and are familiar to electricity companies 
all over the Kingdom."They are already sup- 
plying nearly 80 percent of the market needs 
of the Kingdom,” he added. 

Landis & Gyr is an export-oriented inter- 
national group having an annual turnover of 
over 900 million Swiss francs and with a 90 
percent export record. It employs over 
15,000 people and has headquarters in Zug, 
while the network of its subsidiary companies 
extends to Germany, France, Italy, Britain, 
Holland, Austria. Belgium, Spain, Portugal, 


Sweden, Denmark, Norway. Finland 
Greece, Canada. Australia. Japan and the 


United, States. 

One of the most important fields of its 
activity is instrumentation for customer bil- 
ling of electric consumption in households 
shops, industry and commerce. “The 
machinery imported for our factory here is 
the same, which is producing the inter 
□atioally acceptable products in Switzer- 
land,” said Mahrous. He has already selected 
108 persons from different countries to work 
for his factory and three are receiving tech- 
nical training in Switzerland. 

The company will have the capacity to.pro- 
duce 75,000 meters annually on one-shift to 
fill the present market need estimated at 
around 100,000 meters. However, if 
required the company can increase its pro- 
duction by working more shifts in the future. 

The company chairman is very confident of 
marketing the entire product very easily. He 
said the three major factors which enthused 
him to go for this highly technical and sophis- 
ticated industry include, “the government’s 
policy to encourage local industries, the 
guaranteed market for the product due to the 
construction boom and the technical help 
from the world-known manufacturer of the 
product.” 

The company’s product largely goes for 
government supplies and to meet the need of 
electric companies. Even in purchases, the 
•government policy to encourage local pro- 
duct by giving quality and price advantage, 
should make the marketing of the product 
much easier. 

“The price of our product will be com- 
petitive despite the quality of international 
standards ” Mahrous added. 

He urged electric companies, particularly 
in the Eastern region, to standardize the 
meters so that the locally-manufactured 
meters can be supplied to that region as well. 
The company will produce ML 240 f3 1 5/60 
ampiers 60 Haratz and ML240 O 25/19° 
ampiers 60 Haratz meters, both three face in 
127/220 volts and 220/380 volts. 

“ in the future we will supply meters with 
fuses and boxes, ready to errect," Mahrous 
said. “Our factory will be open for all electric 
companies to calibrate old meters, which will 
be an added advantage of having a local 
industry.”

750 
as pocket money.

arrives with a doctor and three attendants 
who continue to live with the group of pas- 
sengers throughput the pilgrimage period. 
There are 30 medical doctors attended by 
100 nurses for the Jeddah. Madinah and 
Makkah pilgrimage missions, having at their 
disposal nine ambulances (three for every 
city). The first Indonesian Haj flight arrived 
Aug. 28 and the last is expected Sept. 2 i .

RIYADH, Sept. 10 — - Saudi Arabia has 
entered the age of science and technology 
with long-term plans being made to identity 
the country’s aspirations in those fields, 
through research and development prog- 
rams according to Deputy Chairman of the 
Saudi Arabian National Center for Science 
and Technology, the Harvard-educated Dr. 
Hashim A. Yamani. 

The Saudi Arabian National Center for 
Science and Technology, acronymed 
SANCST, was set up towards the end of 
1977 and is presently housed in an imposing 
new fivc-stoiy building near Riyadh's 
International Airport. 

In a recent interview with “Radio 
Riyadh” Dr. Yamani said that SANCSTs 
object is boost research, particularly 
applied research, activities through the 
Kingdom. The center gives material and 
moral support to various research projects 
in the country and has long-term plans, 
covering a period of more than a quarter of 
a century. 

Dr. Yamani said his institution coor- 
dinates the activities of various 
organizations in the Kingdom, in such a way 
so that they respond to the developmental 
Vgequirements of the country. He said. 


The Saudi Arabian National Center for Science and Technology 
plans to create a community of scientists and technologists in a 
self -contained ‘ ‘Science City 9 9 on a 100 -hectare piece of land 
in Dir 9 iye, in the northwest of Riyadh . 


"SANCST tries to interface with the Minis- 
try of Planning to find out what the 
requirements of the Kingdom's Develop- 
ment Plan are", in v, far as science and 
technology are concerned. 

SANCST is a 1 m) a grant-giving 
institution, apart fror i having the function 
of rendering basic ar J essential services to 
the researchers to er.^ble them to cany out 
their research. Whik the emphasis is on the 
Saud iza lion of th«. research personnel, 
there are presently r -searchers drawn from 
various sources anc countries. 

Dr. Yamani sai<- it has transpired that 
there are three b;..»ic infrastructures need 
for the devetopmt. :it of science and tech- 
nology as far as thi Kingdom goes. The first 
one is to have an .n formation system that 
gives the right information at the right time, 
not only for the searchers, but for the 
decision-makers .:•» well. Secondly, there 
has to be strong -upport for experimental 
research. And Iasi but by no means least, is 
an infrastructure that is more in the ” abs- 
tract". in other wi r.Js the moral support and 
positive attitude v hich the researcher needs 


to be shown. 

SANCST in Riyadh has an independent 
department in which there are com- 
puterized facilities for quick information- 
retrieval, and a section for translating fore- 
ign works into Arabic. "The Center also has 
sophisticated machinery and instrumen- 
tation as part of the technical support for 
the researchers”. Dr. Yamani said. 

SANCST s translation program is an 
extensive one and encompasses the trans- 
lation of such things as: basic popular sci- 
ences, science-awareness films and comic 
strips, science magazines, scientific theses 
submitted by Saudi Arabian nationals to 
institutions of learning where English is the 
medium. 

One of the immediate and chief aims of 
SANCST is to build two well-equipped and 
adequate- manned national laboratories. 
One will have the responsibility of looking' 
into energy- use patterns in the Kingdom 
and suggest alternative uses for energy: and 
the second one will be charged with the 
responsibility of carrying our research in 
arid-land technology Dr. Yamani said. 


Tbe second laboratory will carry out 
research and then suggest the best ways of 
de-desertitying tbe land. Dr. Yamani said. 
"The first one is to be a focal point in the 
Kingdom for monitoring what goes on 
around the world and help advise the 
government on certain energy policies." He 
said some of tbe available energy resources 
need to be cultivated. 

The Saudi Arabian National Center for 
Science and Technology plans to create a 
community of scientists and technologists in 
a self-contained "Science City” on a 100- 
hectare piece of land in D if rye, in tbe 
northwest of Riyadh. In this regard it has 
entered into a SR10 million contract with a 
local firm of architects for designing and 
supervising the construction of the city. The 
proposed city will have an infrastructure 
that will include: a shopping center, mos- 
ques and other communal facilities. The city 
is expected to be ready for occupation 
towanisthe of 1985 or early 1986, if all goes 
according to the plan. 

SANCST is braced to play a leading role 
in the scientific and technological develop- 
ment of the Kingdom in the years to come. 
As Dr. Yamani points out, it is an 
organization that orchestrates and co- 
ordinates the activities of researchers, "a 
center where people and ideas meet 
together*’ .

Begin claims U.S. trying 
to topple his government 


BEIRUT, Sept. 10 (AP) — Militant fac- 
tions of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization have vowed to launch a new 
war against Israel from eastern and northern 
Lebanon barely two weeks after they were 
evacuated from Israeli- besieged Beirut 
under U.S. auspices. 

We are regrouping in the Bekaa and the 
north for an roch- by-inch war against Israel,” 
said Nayef Hawatmeh, head of the pro- 
Moscow Democratic Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine in a speech published by Beirut 
newspapers Friday. Newspapers said 
Hawatmeh made the speech at the Pales- 
tinian refugee camp of Nahr El- Bared near 
Lebanon's northern port city of Tripoli after 
he crossed the border from neighboring Syria 
on Thursday and inspected commando, bases 
in East Lebanon’s Bekaa Valley and the 
north. ' 

Both legions are controlled by Syria, to 
which leaders of the eight major commando 
groups that make up the PLO have been 
evacuated with the exception of PLO Chair- 
man Yasser Arafat, who opted to go to 
Tnzusia. 

In addition to Hawatmeh, Arafat’s 
second- m- co mm and Khalil Wazir, his top 
security chief Salah Khalaf and Chief of Staff 
Brig. Saad Sayel were known to have visited 
the Bekaa and northern Lebanon earlier this 
week. KLhalaf, better known by his codename 
Abu Iyad. also vowed in a speech in Tripoli 
on Monday that the PLO would soon “ return 
to our capital, Beirut, and then to 
Jerusalem." 

Commenting on Abu lyacfs return to 
Lebanon, U.S. State Department press 
officer Rush Taylor said on Thursday it was a 
violation of the U.S. — mediated accord 
under which the PLO departed from the 
Lebanese capital peacefully. 

Since Israel mounted its military thrust into 
Lebanon on June 6, an estimated 6,000 
commandos fled southern Lebanon to 
regroup behind Syrian lines in the Bekaa, 
according to PLO sources who estimated the 
commando fighting force in the north at 
2 , 000 . 

The series of the highly publicized visits of 
PLO leaders to eastern and northern 
Lebanon have provoked public criticism 
from former Lebanese allies of the PLO.

TEL AVIV, Sept. 10 (R) — Prime Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin has accused tbe United 
States of gross interference in Israeli affairs 
and implied that it is frying to topple bis 
government.

, Fajid plaa^noiiiiccd J^Lyear-.Isi^ei Jias already rejected it - 
and the U.S. may find it interesting as it spells out for die first 
time a unanimous Arab proposal for a peaceful settlement of 
the Middle East question. If Washington wants to see a 
genuine and comprehensive peace then it must look at the 
Arab plan with serious consideration even if it means shelving 
the Reagan plan or part of it 
The Arab plan wiB involve the United Nations and invoke 
its guarantees for the security of all the states in the region 
including the Palestinian state. 

Washington may be put off because the plan singles out the 
Palestine Liberation Organization as the sole and legitimate 
representative of the homeless people and not King Hussein 
who was mentioned in the Reagan plan as the mao who should 
be in charge of the West Bank and Gaza if Israel agreed to 
evacuate the territory. But then it is the Palestinians and 
Palestine that form the crux of the whole problem and without 
involving them directly little can be achieved except in creat- 
ing a Bantustan in the occupied areas as Israel wants to do. 

There was a Palestine and there were Palestinians before 
1948 when European Jews descended on the country and, 
with Western help, conquered it. In 1967 they devised the war 
to finish off the rest of the country and more. They have been 
there ever since. While even the most diehard Western 
imperialists have had to give up the lands of others, the Israelis 
are in fact systematically cok nizing the occupied parts and say 
they have no intention at all of abandoning them to their 
rightful owners. . 

What chances of success has the plan got? It would depend 
on the U.S. in the first place to admit that the Arabs are 
sincerely interested in a peaceful solution and that Israel is 
not. Having done that, it might commence the long and ardu- 
ous road of negotiations which might take years given Israeli 


intransigence and the nature of such problems. 

But it is quite doubtful if Israel can oe persuaded to give up 


the territories and restore the rights of the Palestinians. A 
Labor government just might agree to talk about the problem 
if it is returned to power although this is speculative at best. 
For as long as Israel retain* overwhelming military superiority 
and continues to charge all Americans $600 per head per 
annum, it will not be willing to talk about a just peace in the 
region. 

In the meantime, realizing that such plans take ages to 
fructify, the Arab world will do better to maintain its newly- 
found solidarity, draw up a plan for military rearmament not 
against each other, but in the event that Israel chooses to 
strike again in order to change the existing situation in its favor 
and nullify the import of the Arab proposals.

Yasser Arafat, chairman of the Palestine 
liberation Organization (FLO), has said that the 
recent events in Lebanon are more serious than the 
tragedy of Palestine in 1948.

Q. Does this mean that your visit to Greece has no 
lade with the happenings in Beirut and its surround- 
ing complexities? 

A. Of course we cannot say that, but my decision 
to come straight from Beirut to Athens was the 
outcome of a few facts that have emerged during 
this battle, especially with regard to some Arab 
stances. 

Q. Now that the Beirut fighting is over, do yon 
think that the Arab states really gave the support 
they should have given? 

A. The Arab states as a whole did not do so, but 
some of them made individual efforts. I vividly 
remember my contacts with the late King Khaled 
from the first day of the Israeli invasion, and also 
with King Fahd. 

Q . Is this criticism applicable at the military 
level? 

A. Yes at aO levels. We expected a joint Arab 
move afer the Palestinian and patriotic Lebanese 
forces bore the brunt of the Israeli attack for 70 
days. The Arab states did nothing. Here I would 
like to mention that after the signing of the Camp 
David treaty Begin said, “Now I can move the bulk 
of the Israeli Army toward Lebanon.” 1 therefore 
did not expect the Arab states to remain indifferent.

Q. On many occasions previously yon have 
warned against any IgaeH attack on Lebanon.

A- The United States is a full partner in this war, 
and if you study the U.S. secretary of state's state- 
ment you will find that he discovered for himself, his 
predecessor Haig’s involvement in planning the

Q. Some analyst* have comme n ted that Israel’s 
Initial plan was only to reach the Zahrani border, 40 
kms from tike bonier, and not Beirut. Is this true? 

A. False. I had previously warned that Israeli 
forces would reach D amour and Khaldah overlook- 
ing Beirut. 

Q. It could be argued that what saved B eirut from 
Israeli destruction was international guarantees that 
followed Arab pressure? Would yoo agree? 

A. On Aug. 4, Israel tried to storm Beirut from 
various sectors. It occupied the airport. Israeli 
intentions were to reach the main offices of the PLO 
in the Fakhani district of Beirut. Sharon (Israeli 
defense minister) had warned of capturing the PLO 
headquarters and bolding a press conference there. 
Begin and Sharon had planned to capture the PLO 
leaders and take them to Israel. They attempted to 
do so. but despite these attempts and die scorched 
earth policies adopted by them, the Israeli forces 
could not penetrate beyond the open spaces around 
the airport. Let me remind the world in general and 
the Arabs in particularjthat many of our brothers 
were martyred in the cause of freedom. Along with 
the military campaign, the Zionist enemy was also 
mounting a ruthless political battle against us. 

I therefore made several contacts with the late 
King Khaled, King Fahd and all other Arab leaders, 
even with those with whom we had no relations like 
President Mubarak. I bad talks with Presidents Mit- 
terrand, Brezhnev, Castro, Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi, leaders of the Islamic world, the African 
leaders and beads of the Socialist states. I would like 
to record my gratitude for their support and deadly 
state that had it not been for the bravery and valor 
of the Palestinian and patriotic Lebanese people 
and their joint straggle against the invaders, Israel 
would have occupied Beirut in its initial push. 

Q. Now that the PLO has left Beirut do you think 
Israel wiB storm West Beirut? 

A. If Israel commits such an act, it will be a breach 
of the agreement between the PLO and the U.S. 
and indirectly between the PLO and Israel. We did 
not evacuate Beirut until after the arrival of the 
multinational peacekeeping forces. I may add that 
the PLO left Beirut in secure hands. We left it under 
the protection of the patriotic Lebanese and Mus- 
lims. There are children in Beirut and Lebanon who 
are fully capable of defending tbeir country, and I 
say with pride that these youngsters caused havoc to 
the invading Israeli forces. 

Q. Is It possible that regular L ebanes e troops wffl 
move into West Beirut? 

A. This is another matter that the Arab summit is 
solely responsible for. For what exists in Lebanon 
today is a direct challenge to the Arab world. It was 
said the Palestinians were foreigners in Lebanon, 
but now are the Lebanese also to be deprived of 
their soil? Are the Muslims foreigners in Lebanon? 

I reject the territorial clauses of the Sykes-Picot 
agreement of 1916. Let us then suppose that the 
Palestinians are foreigners in Lebanon. Will this 
word then be applied to the patriot Lebanese who 
oppose Israeli occupation or their country? I put 
this question to the Arab summit and the Arab 
people. 

Q. Do you believe that the new L e ban e s e presi- 
dent, Bashir Gemayel, will sign a peace treaty with 
Israel? 

A. The president, brought into power by Israel, 
has stated that one of his aims is to establish good 
relations with Israel and sign a peace treaty. 

Q. If a Lebanese-Israell peace treaty is signed, will 
this lead to a division of Lebanon? 

A. I told the Arab people that if steps are not 
taken to counter these dangers, a new era will come 
in — the Israeli era. If the Arabs fail to shoulder 
tbeir responsibilities now, they will feel sorry, and 
by that time their sorrow will be of no use.

American Arabs heard on the international 
front. 

" Look at the reportsyou get from the Mid- 
dle East on television,” Tarif remarked. 

"You'll see an interview with an Israeli He 
speaks very good English, he looks like he 
could be American and he is very well 
educated. That is the image of Israelis that 
America has. The image that we see of Pales- 
tinians is that they are a run-down lot: he's 
either in military uniform or khaki fatigues 
with a machine gun slung over his shoulder 
and he has difficulty putting a couple of words 
of English together. And when he does, it 
sounds foreign, looks foreign, so there’s a 
natural human tendency here, not only for 
the American administration, but for the 
American people to side with the Israelis and 
overlook the foots of what Israel is doing."

Farewell to Brazil waterfalls

GUAJRA, Brazil, (AP) — Sete Quedas, 
one oft he world's most spectacular waterfalls 
and said to contain the greatest total volume 
of water of any falls anywhere, is about to 
disappear. 

The falls will be covered by an artificial 
lake that will form behind Itaipu Dam, the 
. world's biggest hydroelectric generator, 170 
, kms downstream. 

1 Thousands' of Brazilians and visitors from 
| overseas have been solemnly filing past the 
. tumbling, spraying cascades on the Parana 
River to bid them farewell. 

Authorities plan to close Sete Quedas to 
the public on Sept. 1 9. The reservoir wfll start 
forming in October. Two weeks after that, 

■ dam officials say, the 8,000-year-old falls wQI 
be gone. 

“ Good bye, Se Quedas,” proclaim posters, 
caps and T-shirts on sale during the falls? final 
days. Designs on some of the shirts show tears 
streaming from an eye. 

"Sete Qugdas" means “even foils” in Por- 
tuguese^ BfaziFs language. But in fact the 
mighty Parana churns through a 5-km-wide 

■ area, then plunges 100 meters into a 64- 
meter-’Wide-tosalt canyon.. There it shatters 
into more than 50 breathtaking foils. 

A 2 5-kuitrail winds through a subtropical 
forest: JiBfcfbg rickety wooden footbridges 
over narrow gorges. Visitors can stand in the 
spray.icrf jlbe : water as it tumbles past them 
ontarthti? .rocks below with a crashing roar. 

“It is sad that something as beautiful as 
these foils has to disappear,” said Alceu de 
Oliveira of Brazil's Parana state police forest 
ranger battalion, which supervises Sete 
Quedas. “But then,” he added, “we just 
enforce government policy. We don't make 
it.” 

BraziTs government never has hidden the 
fact that Sete Quedas would be sacrificed to 
the Itaipu project. But it didn’t go out of its 
way to publicize it. “The Brazilian people 
were not consulted about this," said an angry 
Gerson. Barbosa Magaihaes, a 62-year-old 
retired bank worker wbo traveled 1,520 kms 
from Rio de Janeiro just to see Sete Quedas 
before its end. Magaihaes told a reporter. 
“ When ray wife saw this incredible beauty 
and,then real fee d wha t was happening, she 
* 


broke down and cried.”. 

Spokesman Violeta Almeida of Itaipu 
Binacional, the joint Brazili an- Paraguayan 
agency that administers the Rule Dam, said, 
“we never received a single letter of protest. 
There was never a lawsuit or even the threat 
of one from any civic or ecological group 
because of Sete Quedas.” 

“This issue simply was not questioned — 
officially,” Mrs. Almeida told the Associated 
Press. Sete 4 Quedas was not previously a big 
tourist attraction. More attention went to the 
Iguazu Falls between Brazil and Argentina 
200 kms south, which will not be affected by 
Itaipu Dam. Sete Quedas is relatively 
remote, on BraziTs western border with 
Paraguay. The area lacks first-rate hotels and 
other amenities. 


my ground when it comes to the facts of our 
situation. It tears me up inside ... when 1 see 
school children go out on the streets ... school 
children who were bom under occupation 
and they are armed with sticks and stones and 
they are facing the Israeli military. A lot of 
these children get shot and they still go out 
and demonstrate. Tthey make me proud to be 
from the West Bank.

Since Israel's invasion of Lebanon, Tarif 
said he's noticed more in the media about 
“the clear-cut savagery” of what Israel does 
to achieve its ends and the way that Israel 
uses the principle of the ends justifying the 
means. “ Even if the means arc dropping clus- 
ter bombs and phosphorous bombs on 
densely populated civilian area." Tarif com- 
mented. 

‘Tm very encouraged that when I pick up a 
national news magazine, they no longer refer 
to the PLO fighters as terrorists. The only 
people referring 10 them as terrorists are 
Israelis. The Palestinians have done what any 
human being would have done in their 
position, and what they have done is no dif- 
ferent than what Israel has done, or the 
United Stales has done or what European 
countries have done. Tm angered that we are 
being signled out as terrorists,” Tarif said. 

As regards to whether or not the PLO can 
be considered the true representative of the 
Palestinian people, Tarif commented, 
“There’s no doubt in my mind. And I don't 
think there would be any doubt in anyone's 
mind who went to the Middle East and talked 
to Palestinians in Lebanon, Kuwait, Saudi 
Arabia and the West Bank. This is indicative 
of the truth that elections on the West Bank 
that were held by the Labor Party of Israel 
and overseen by Israels government. All 
produced a slate of pro- Palestinian mayors. 

All of them have since been dismissed by 
Begin' s government. 

“I find it absolutely ludicrous that the U.S. 
administration will not talk to the PLO. Now, 
look at why they won' t talk to them. They say, 
if the PLO would recognize Israel's right to 
exist, then the U.S. would set up a dialogue 
with them. 

“There have always been embassies from 
all the Arab countries in Washington. D.C. 
None of these governments have been told 
that the U.S. will cut off relations with them if 
they don't recognize Israel. Whey doesn't the 
United States say ‘we’re not going to talk to 
you (Israel) until you recognize the Pales- 
tinians' right to exist?’ It's so biased,” con- 
cluded Tarif. 

With the PLO evacuated from Lebanon, 
and Israeli troops supposedly scheduled to 
depart from Tarif says. he does not

Palestinians. To say, :well ... we’re going to 
move them to Sudan, Yemen, Syria, Jordan, 
Egypt and Morocco ...' that doesn’t do any- 
thing for us I would have linked the Pales- 
tinian evacuation of Beirut with a stonger 
drive by Americans toward the overall set- 
tlement of the Palestinian question. There 
has to be a Palestinian state.

That' s why the Camp David accords were a 
lot of rubbish. All that happened was Egypt 
was neutralized as a fighting force. Besides. 
Egypt and Israel cannot come up with a plan 
that is going to be acceptable for Pales- 
tinaians.” 

Regarding the autonomy talks, which were 
scheduled for completion in May 1980, Tarif 
remarked, “ We were supposed to have been 
given control over the post offices and 
schools, leaving the water rights, security, 
etc., in the hands of the Israelis. No nation 
could accept autonomy. We want indepen- 
dence. There’s a big difference between aut- 
onomy and independence. 

“ I think Saudi Arabia has been instrumen- 
tal in putting pressure on the U.S. to put 
pressure on Israel,” he said. “They have done 
and they are doing everything they can to 
help us. They lend us fantastic financial sup- 
port. It is unfair to expect any Middle Eastern 
country to do more than what the Saudi 
Arabia is doing now,” Tarif added. 

The Palestinian problem is not dying. In 
the wake of Israel's actions, nationalism 
among Palestinians is increasing. 

“I know there won't be lasting and 
enduring peace in the Middle East without 
the Palestinian homeland. Those wbo think 
that the Palestinians will just put down their 
guns and say, ‘oh well, we have been defeated 
in Lebanon so let’s forget about our call for a 
state, let's forget our rights and let's cany on 
living the way we are living now ...' those 
people are wishful thinkers,” Tarif said.

NEW YORK — . R) — What do Yoko 
Ono. Daniel Luduiu. Bob Hope and Meyer 
Lansky all have in „»mmon? 

Answer: They ;*.r: all listed among the 
40U richest people m America. 

It is hardly news ihai Ludwig, who made 
his fortune in shipping, is reckoned to be the 
richest American a irh more than 52 billion, 
■but other names on the list published by 
Forbes magazine are less expected. 

Miss Ono, the Aidow of murdered ex- 
Beatle John Lenn<m, is credited with S150 
million. Hope, a \cteran entertainer who 
also amassed wealth from oil and real 
estate, has $2Kn million, while Lansky, 
whose occupation is given as “mob money- 
man”, comes in at around $100 million. 

Then there is Bob Guccione, whose 
Penthouse magazine set him on the path to a 
fortune put at around $200 million, George 
Lucas, a financial force with over $100 mil- 
lion thanks to his Star Wars films and 
fugitive financier Robert Vesco. Who is 
worth far in excess of $100 million and is 
listed as living in the "Caribbean area.” 

Otherwise the list runs much as expected 
with the typical multimillionaire being a 
New York real estate tycoon, a Texas oil- 
man or a Californian electronics magnate. 
...Traditionally powerful families such .a^ 


pulp empire in the Amazon jungles of 
Brazil. 

Someone has to come at the bottom of 
any list and in this case the relative pauperis 
Armas Markkula of Apple Computerwith a 
mere $91 million. 

In the battle for state honors. New York 
comes out top with 83 of the country’s weal- 
thiest citizens, followed by Texas with 65 
and California with 57. Then comes Florida 
a long way back with 22, Delaware with IS, 
Pennsylvania with 17, Illinois with 15 and 
Ohio with 11. 

At the other end of the scale, nine states 
are totally tycoon less — Alabama, Missis- 
sippi and North Carolina in the traditionally 
poor south. Iowa, North Dakota and South 
Dakota in the central farmlands of the 
United States, and Montana, Utah and 
Alaska in the north. 

The lofty position of little Delaware may 
seem startling at first — until one realizes 
that all 1 8 representatives owe their fortune 
to the Du Pont chemicals empire. 

In all, 30 Du Fonts or Du Pont relatives 
appear on the list to claim the honors for the 
most numerous family, well ahead of the 13

In Toronto library 

Sherlockiana treated with respect and. fun

Holmes sank to his waist as he stepped from 
the path to seize it, and had we not been there 
to drag him out he could never have set his foot 
upon firm land again. He held an old black 
boor in the air. " Meyers . Toronto" was prin- 
ted on the leather inside. The Hound of Basker- 
vUles, Arthur Conan Doyle. 1982. 

TORONTO (LAT) — In all the 60 stories 
that Arthur Conan Doyle wrote about Sher- 
lock Holmes, the city of Toronto is men- 
tioned only once, as the origin of a boot that 
serves as a clue to the mystery of the curse of 
the Baskervifles. Yet Toronto now occupies a 
hallowed place as the site of one of the great 
libraries of what true believers call “Sherioc- 
kiana.” 

The Arthur Conan Doyle collection of the 
metropolitan Toronto library has been 
described by The World Bibliography ofSher - 
lock Holmes and Dr. Watson, the standard 
reference work on these matters, as “the 
largest and most important institutional col- 
lection" of material on Doyle and Holmes. 

Cameron Holly er, the curator, seems ill at 
ease with such superlatives. He believes, for 
one thing, that the University of Minnesota 
library now bas more in its collection and 
that, in any case, no public institution can 
compare with the private library of John 
Bennett Shaw of Santa Fe, New Mexico, the 


greatest Sherlock Holmes collector of them 
all. 

But Hollyer is nonetheless proud of foe 
Toronto collection. “None of foe public col- 
lections in Britain are as good as ours,” he 
said foe other day. “lam sure that even the 
library of Congress doesn't have as much. I 
don't think they have the Sherlock Holmes 
cigarette cards or greeting cards, for example, 
that we do." 

In some ways, foe materials seem odd for a 
library. With its display of a violin and a deer- 
stalker hat and a Persian slipper with tobacco 
stuffed in the toe and a collection of pipes and 
a hypodermic needle and a bit of simulated 
cocaine and other reminders of the tales, the 
Toronto library seems to celebrate a fictional 
creation far more than it celebrates foe 
creator. An historical aura lent to an ima- 
gined character of popular literature. Yet the 
library gets no complaints about this. 

“Everybody loves it,” Hollyer said, “except 
foe people who think we are siDy. But no one 
bas complained. Sherlock Holmes is a lot like 
Santa Gaus. If s hard to put him down." 

Moreover, HoQyer, 56, a native of Buffalo, 
wbo moved to Toronto 25 years ago, seems to 
treat Sherlockzana with a proper amount of 
respect and good fun. “We don't want to 
challenge the idea that Holmes is a real per- 
son.” he said. “ But we are ready to admit that 
he is not.”

The whole idea of a library devoted to Sher- 
lock Holmes would probably have astounded 
and dismayed Doyle. A graduate in medicine 
of Edinburgh University, Doyle wrote num- 
erous historical novels, science fiction stories, 
poems, plays and works of history, and he 
looked on foe Sherlock Holmes stories, as 
popular as they were, as a waste of his literary 
time. “I have riever taken them seriously 
myself,” he once said in a letter. 

He kept trying to end the series and at one 
point even lolled Holmes off, but foe popular 
demand and foe wealth that accompanied it 
made him resurrect the detective. Doyle, wbo 
died in 1 930. hoped to be remembered for his 
other novels, most of which are unread these 
days. 

According to a pamphlet prepared by Hol- 
lyer as an introduction to the Toronto collect- 
ion, foe discipline of Sherlock Holmes 
scholarship began in 1911 when Ronald 
Knox delivered a lecture on the detective to 
Oxford Debating Society. But the lecture 
made less of an impact as a satire than as a 
model, and addicts of foe Holmes stories 
began trying their hand at scholarship. 

To make this scholarship — or, as Hollyer 
prefers to call it, “pseudo- scholarship'’ — 
work, a set of inventions were developed: 
that Holmes really existed, that Dr. Watson, 
the narrator of most of foe tales, was his 
biographer, and that Arthur Conan Doyle 
was some kind of a literary agent who man- 
aged to get foe documents published. Biog- 
raphies of both Holmes and Dr. Watson were 
written by foe new scholars, and, in one per- 
verse article, American mystery writer Rex 
Stout even concluded that “Watson was a 
woman." 

Literary puzzles abounded for scholarship 
— especially since Doyle, regarding the 
Holmes stories as trifles, was careless about 
details. Doyle, for example, sometimes 
described Dr. Watson as wounded in foe 
shoulder during the Afghan War and some- 
times as wounded in foe leg. He mentioned 
that Holmes attended college but never 
named foe college. As foe American novelist 
Christopher Morley wrote in 1938. there are 
“endless delicious minutiae to consider." 

The scholarship led to Sherlock Holmes 
societies and journals and to private collec- 
tions of Doyle and Holmes material. Morley 
himself founded foe best known society, foe 
Baker Street Irregulars, named after the 
street urchins who would help Holmes in his 
investigations. One of the best private collec- 
tions was assembled in Toronto by Judge 
Sherwood Tupper Bigelow of foe Ontario 
provincial court. Bigelow was best known in 
Toronto as a stem judge meting out heavy 
sentences.-

Suicide guide is best seller in France

PARIS (AP) — On a midsummers night in 
the Loire Valley town of Tours. 27-year-old 
Patrick Bondy killed himself by swallowing a 
potiem of barbiturates. Near his body lay a 
how-to-commir-suicide book that has 
become the most controversial publication in 
France this year. 

Bondy was a one-time department store 
worker who bad been depressed and out of 
work for nine months. His father. Marcel, 
joined psychiatrists, politicians, religious 
leaders, suicide prevention centers and many 
common citizens who want the 69-franc 
(S f Of best selierTemoved from the shelves of 
the nation’s book stores. 

**The authors are criminals." Marcel 
Bondy said after.his son’s suicide. "This hor- 
ror must be withdrawn from publication.'' 
Based on the belief that suicide should be 
painless, the 276-page book entitled Suicide 
Mode d ’ Empioi (suicide operating instruc- 
tions) contains 50 "recipes" for lethal “cock- 
tails" that guarantee a "gentle" death. 

French psychiatrist Jean Pierre Soubrier. 
an international expert on suicide, believes 
the book is a threat to those who suffer from 
severe depression. "This book is bad for 
depressed people with suicidal fantasies who 
are seeking help.' 1 said Soubrier. whose 60 
publications on suicide have earned him the 
name “Monsieur Suicide" in France. “Nine 
out of 1 0 people who try to kill themselves 
don't want to succeed." 

“Suicide" already has sold 10 rimes that

number In its first five months. The authors, 
both about 30. refuse to be interviewed about 
their latest work, saying that everything they 
have to say about suicide is in the book. 

Publisher Alain Moreau, however, takes 
obvious pride in the controversial book, 
which has been one of the biggest coups in the 
French publishing industry this season. 

“Suicide Operating Instructions'* had a dif- 
ficult time making it into print. A five- 
member advisory board at Moreau's Publish- 
ing House rejected the manuscript when it 
was first submitted. The authors then took 
the book to 1 0 other houses, where it was also 
rejected. Finally. Moreau disbanded the 
board and agreed to publish the book. “The 
decision to publish was mine alone." he said. 

“There’s no other book like this in the 
world.” Moreau said during a recent inter- 
view in his Paris office atop a five-story build- 
ing in the picturesque Marais district of Paris. 

In a way Moreau is right Although a Brit- 
ish euthanasia society named Exit began dis- 
tributing copies of its pamphlet "Guide to 
Self- Deliverance’’ a year ago. that how-to- 
kih-yourself manual is available only on 
request from Exit members of three months' 
standing who are over 25 years old. 

The Exit pamphlet lists four bloodless 
methods of committing suicide, using a com- 
bination of drugs available over the counter. 
That suicide guide was held up for more than 
a year because Exit feared prosecution under 
a 1961 English law that carries a maximum 
14-year jail sentence for those convicted of 
aiding a suicide. 


British Attorney General Sir Michael 
Havers has sought a high court ruling to 
declare Exit’s sales of the pamphlet illegal. 

In France, efforts to ban "suicide" are for 
the moment at a dead end. The Justice Minis- 
try replying to a Health Ministry suggestion 
that the book's "recipe'' chapter be out- 
lawed. has said “suicide” violates no French 
law. 

“There is nothing now in the £enal code 
that justifies that fids text be forbidden or 
seized." said a Justice Ministry information 
official, who by French tradition cannot be 
named. "A reform of the penal code is 
underway and legislation is expected that 
would make aiding a suicide a crime.'' 

Pamphlets and newspaper articles describ- 
ing suicide methods have surfaced in other 
nations from time to time. 

"I expect this book to make about 1 .5 mil- 
lion francs (about $210,000) this year and 
about 2.5 million francs (about $360,000) in 
the next five years.” said Moreau. 

Moreau says about 10 suicides have been 
linked to the book. "I feel no remorse.” he 
said. "This is a book that pleads for life. But it 
also recognizes that the right of suicide is an 
inalienable right, like the right to work, the 
right to like certain things, the right to publ- 
ish. What use is a right without the means to 
execute it? 

“Most people who attempt suicide do not 
want to die,” he continued. "But there are 
people of sound mind who have decided they 
want to die. Why shouldn't they be allowed to 
die painlessly and with dignity?" 
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Overlooked drug effective 
in treating rare meningitis 





Dear Dr. Steincrohiu I admit it. I have a weakness for starch. I eat ft 
all day. After a few months of this peculiar addition to my diet I 
noticed I was getting quite tired. I used to have quite a bit of pep. 

My doctor sent a specimen of my blood to the laboratory. The 
diagnosis was anemia. He put me on iron tablets. 

At first it was a mystery to him what caused the anemia. There was 
no evidence of bleeding anywhere. When I told him that I’m a starch- 
eater, he almost blew up. 

“Why didn't you tell me earlier? I'd have saved you a lot of lab 
work." 

Eating starch often causes anemia. 1 thought I'd let you know of my 
experience. — Mrs. K. 

Dear Mrs. hL- What you were suffering from is called pica — an 
abnormal craving for the abnormal: dirt, starch, you name it. 

T ve been reading of another interesting case of pica in the Annals 
of Internal Medicine. A 33-year-old patient came in with profound 
weakness and inability to move her legs. Guess what she ate? She 
liked large amounts of unbaked white clay. ' 

After a while this interfered with her potassium metabolism. 
Result: weakness and other symptoms. After potassium was injected 
she improved within three days. A few months later she had the same 
pica problem again. Her symptoms returned. 

It’ s quite well known, Mrs. K., that iron deficiency anemia appears 


in other forms of pica. J have known several patientswho admitted to 
having the starch-eating habit. 

Most were able to overcome h and their anemia disappeared 

without the use of iron treatment.

For Mrs. CL* The elderly patients has a greater risk of suffering 
from heat stroke. This is due to poor circulation and a decreased 
ability to sweat. 

In one study, heat stroke rates were 10 to 15 times higher for 
persons aged 65 or older. Heat stroke is marked by body temperature 
of 106 or higher, with warm.dry skin and altered mental State. 

For Mrs. M- Sudden occurrence of bleeding no matter bow slight, 
months after you have stopped having your periods should be inves- 
tigated. Have a gynecological examination. Pap test and whatever 
needs to be done to make the diagnosis. Have a D& C (dilatation and 
curettage) if your doctor recommends it to rule out cancer of the 
body of the uterus.

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DUBAI — A new booklet in Arabic entit- 
led Epilepsy -its Symptoms and Treatment has 
been published in Dubai. Though it is written 
in simple language, which can be understood 
even by the layman, the author. Dr. Qais 
Ghanem, has explained all the English tech- 
n ical terms on the subject to avoid ambiq uity . 

The first chapter explains the baric func- 
tions of the brain, accompanied by a clearly 
labeled diagram. The second chapter goes 
directly into the definition of epilepsy and a 
description of the many types of epileptic 
seizures, followed in the third chapter by the 
known causes of the disease. • ' ^ 

The fourth cbapterexplafris the methods of 
tests and diagnosis. There is an example of an 
EEG (brain wave recording) which may be 
interesting to the patient as well as doctors 
specialized in other fields. A useful list of all 
the currently used anti-epileptic drugs, in 
Arabic and both commercial and phar- 
macological names in English, is given. 

The sixth and seventh chapters are of 
special interest to the patient, as they deal 
with what the relatives or friends should do 
when they see someone having a fit. 

The concluding chapter answers more than 
20 questions recurring most frequently in this 
medical field. As the author says in the pre- 
face, the patient after going home after 
treatment realizes that there are many ques- 
tions which, m his anxiety, he had forgotten 
to ask. Most of these questions are answered 
in the final chapter, in simple language. * 

The booklet is not devoid of certain draw- 
backs. For instance, the list of drugs is not 
given in an alphabetical order, neither in 
Arabic nor in English, though the most com- 
monly used drugs ate mentioned at the top. It 
would also have been useful to have a color 
plate with the pictures of the tablets and cap- 
sules for easy identification by the patient. - 

Besides the author does not list his qual- 
ifications and experience in this field, 
although in his introduction. Dr. Razzak, the 
neurosurgeon, tells us something of the 
author's basic training in the U.K. and further 
studies in medicine, pediatrics and eventually 
neurology in the United States and Canada. 

In fact Dr. Qais Ghanem, F.R.C.P. (O held 
several consultant positions in Ottawa before 
going to Dubai. He is possibly the only Arab 
neurologist in the Arabian Peninsula apart 
from Kuwait. 

The book fills a void as no such work on 
epilepsy was available for the Arabic reader, 
although similar books have been published 
about diabetes and heart diseases. It. as the 
statistics show, there are an estimated half- 
a-raillion epileptics in the Arab world, such a 
book is.. a most -welcome -addition', to. lb©:-. i 
Arabic library.

CHICAGO (AP) — 'An often- 
overlooked antibiotic is effective in treating 
a relatively rare form of meningitis that is 
fatal to as many as 70 percent of its victims, 
doctors report. 

The antibiotic, marketed as bactrim or 
septra. “offers another alternative” in treat- 
ing a meningitis seen only in newborns and 
in patients recuperating from brain surgery. 
Dr. Dennis D. Hickste in' said Thursday. 

A 28-year-old woman developed the dis- 
ease. a type of meningitis caused by the 
klebriella pneumoniae organism, after. ‘a 
tumor was removed from her brain, Hicks- 
tein and Dr. Jack T. Dillon reported in the' 
Sept. 1 0 issue of The Journal of the Amen - 
can Me&cal Association. 

Treatment with the antibiotic chloram- 
phenicol resulted in life-threatening - 
anemia, the report said. After the drug 
treatment was stopped, the meningitis 
returned. When she. again received 
chloramphenicol, she developed side 
effects again. The doctors then decided to 
give her bactrim or septra intravenously for 
15 days. The meningitis disappeared. 


Bactrim and septra - are. combinations of 
two drags, one a sulfa drug which has been 
around “longer than pemoUin,” and a 
newer antibiotic, Hickstein said. 

“They are not nearly as expensive” as a 
group of antibiotics known as “third- 
generation cephalosporins” which cost 
about $1,500 for 1.0 days of treatment, be 
said. ■- 

The new cephalosporins have been 
shown capable of killing many gram- 
negative disease organisms, such as the one 
which caused the woman's meningitis, his 
report said, although ho controlled studies 
have been done. Gram-negative refers to a 
one-celled organism's reaction tjl a stein 
used for microscopic examination^

Doctors said often ignoring 
impact of cancer treatment

SEATTLE (AP) — Doctors too often 
gauge their success against cancer only by 
counting survivors, ignoring the devastating 
impact of the disease and its treatment on 
victims and their families, a British psychiat- 
rist said Thursday. 

And a New York physician warned that 
doctor^ preconceived notions about cancer 
can shorten lives. "There is often a lot of 
living to be done between the diagnosis of 
terminal cancer and death,” said Dr. Laird 
Myers of Memorial Sloan! Kettering Institute 
in New York. " Helping a patient out of this ■ 
world usually requires more skill and more 
understanding than helping him into the 
world.” 

He spoke during a panel discussion on 
human values at the I3th International Can- 
cer Congress, a worldwide gathering of 
specialists organized every four years by the 
Geneva- based inzemational Union Against 
Cancer. 

Dr. Steven Greer, a psychiatrist from 
King’s College Hospital in London, said 
researchers know more about the effects of 
cancer surgery, radiation and chemotherapy 
on rats and mice than on people. He said the 
studies required before new drags and treat- 
_ meats are approved should “assessmot only 


likely effects on the quality of that life. 1 ' 

He said that for 10 years his institution has 
studied the social and psy c holo gical impact of 
breast cancer surgery'. One study found that 
about three-fourths, of-women whose can- 
- cerous breasts were removed through simple 
mastectomie were "not greatly affected” one 
year later, be said. But - the rest suffered 
feelings of inadequacy, depression, anxiety 
and sexual problems" that are not likely to be 
resolved without intervention and perhaps 
not even then,” he said. 

Methionine treatment 

MIAMI (R) — Liver cancer in rats was 
significantly reduced by use of methionine, a 
common amino acid abundant in cheesy, a 
group of scientists reported Friday.

Ecologists prevent 
dumping of N- waste 


MADRID, Sept. 10(AFP) —Ecologists in 
the Spanish fishing province of Galicia Friday 
claimed a partial success in a bitter campaign 
against the dumping of nuclear waste in an 
Atlantic “dustbin,” after a Dutch freighter 
boarded by three militants turned away from 
the dump zone still carrying part of its nuclear 

cargo. 

The freighter Rgnborg, one of two Dutch 
ships which Tuesday began dumping 7,000 
tons of Belgian and Swiss waste, had earlier 
been •■attacked" by three Greenpeace 

Gandhi aides call 
for free press 

NEW DELHI, Sept. 10 (AP) — Two of 
Indian Prime Minisrer Indira Gandhi's top 
officials in the media field spoke out for press 
freedom while also stressing responsibility. 

Mrs. Ga nd hf s government does not intend 
to curb press freedom and does not want a 
subservient press “merely singing songs of 
praise,” said N.K.P. Salve, named the new 
state minister of information and broadcas- 
ting in last week’s cabinet reshuffle. 

Government statements on press freedom 
and the role of the media have been of great 
interest in India ever since tbe censorship 
enforced during Mrs. Gandbfs 1975-77 
emergency rule. 

Salve, in a speech at Nagpar, bis 
hometown, 900 kilometers south of New 
Delhi, also defended the controversial press 
control bill enacted by Bihar state last month 
and now under attack by much of the coun- 
try's journalist community. 

The minister said after reading the bill he 
concluded that the journalists have a weak 
case. There is nothing wrong with making 
character assassination and “scurrilous 
writing intended to blackmail" into a prison 
offense, he said. The bill provides for jail 
terms of up to five years for such offenses, 
which are not precisely defined. 

H.Y. Sharada Prasad, Mrs. Gandhi's infor- 
mation adviser and press officer, praised 
investigative journalism in a New Delhi 
speech. 

Men and women “who dig up skeletons, 
uncover conspiracy and corruption and 
unmask the hypocrites are entitled to thanks 
and kudos," he said. Sharada Prasad added, 
however, that the press must guard against 
“the lure of quick fame which tempts jour- 
nalists to cut comers and resort to means not 
always ethical.” 

He rejected the idea of a permanent hostile 
relationship between i the press and govern- 
ment, saying it cannot be justified inademoc- 
racy where government derives' its power 
froft the expte^ed *jiill th*!people>j 
Sharada Prasad’defined the role of the press 
as ; a watchdog of popular ‘linterest and 
freedom — “differing from the government 
when it feels compelled and supporting it in 
moments of national crisis."

Tbe two Greenpeace vessels in the area are 
The Sirius and The Cederlea. , which were 
Thursday prevented from taking food and 
water to the three militants who clambered 
aboard The Rijnborg, tbe Greenpeace 
spokesman said. The Atlantic “dustbin" is 
4,000 meters deep in an ocean trench, and 
according to the ecologists is due this year to 
receive its biggest-ever quantity of nuclear 
waste in a single campaign, 13.700 tons. The 
trench has already “welcomed” 80,000 tons 
of nuclear waste in 12 years, they add. 

The Spanish government has repeatedly 
expressed concern about the dumping to the 
four European ‘'nuclear dustmen" — Bel- 
gium, the Netherlands, Switzerland and 
Britain. 

Tbe ecologists have also organized large 
anti-dumping demonstrations in Galicia, a 
major fishing region. 

Soviet activist freed 

MOSCOW, Sept. 10 (R) — Soviet peace 
campaigner Sergei Batovrin was released 
from a Moscow psychiatric hospital this week 
after being held there for more than a month, 
friends reported. The 25-year-old artist was 
allowed home on Tuesday and was now rest- 
ing at his Moscow flat, they said Thursday. 

Batovrin was oue of the leading members 
of an unofficial peace group set up in June 

with the aim of developing more trust bet- 
ween the Soviet Union and the United States. 
He was arrested on Aug. 6 and interned in a 
psychiatric clinic, where doctors told his wife 
that he was being tested for his psychological 
suitability for military service. 

Batovrin, son of Soviet diplomat, later

Mercenary holds vanished U.K. peer 


LONDON, Sept 10 (R) — Police said 
Friday they knew nothing about reports 
that Lord Lucan, the British peer who van- 
ished in 1974 after the murder of his chil- 
dren's nanny, was being held by a soldier of 
fortune in the Caribbean. 

Two mass-circulation papers. The Deity 
Mirror and The Dmfy Star, both quoted 
mercenary John Miller, tbe man who kid- 
napped runaway train robber Ronald Biggs 
in Brazil, as saying he had “ detained' the 
peer in a South American country and three 
of his men were now guarding him at a 
secret hideout. 

Lord Lucan, 47, branded by an English 
inquest jury as tbe killer of nursemaid San- 
dra Rivett who was bludgeoned to death at 
the family home in London' s Belgravia, has 
been bunted by detectives around the world 
since be vanished. 

Friday’s press accounts quoted Miller as 
saying from a hotel suite in Trinidad; “ We 
have him and be is being guarded by three 
of my men. He has told me about tbe killing 
of his family’s nanny and how be escaped 
V^from Britain'* 


Miller said the peer had given him infor- 
mation about who helped him to get out of 
Britain and tbe named of “famous and 
influential people'’ in Britain who suppor- 
ted him while he was on the run. Miller was 
quoted as saying he had been in touch with 
British government officials about tbe 
Lucan affair, but Scotland Yard police 
headquarters said it had no knowledge of 
the reports. 

Tbe Star quoted hoteliers in Port of 
Spain, the Trinidad capital, as saying Miller 
arrived there earlier this week “with a 
group of friends." 

Miller and his bounty hunters grabbed 
Ronald Biggs, mastermind of Britain's 
1 963 great train robbery, in Brazil last year. 
They kidnapped him from a Rio de Janeiro 
restaurant and took him to Barbados where 
a court rejected Britain’s extradition 
request. 

Miller, a former British soldier, was 
quoted by tbe Mirror as saying the peer 
“wants to come back to Britain just like 
Biggs, but he’s frightened. He has nothing 
to hide. He wants everything to be cleared 


up. 

According to the Star, Miller said be 
found Lord Lucan in South American after 
tracing him Through friends on Mustique, 
tbe Caribbean holiday hideaway island of 
Queen Elizabeth's sister. Princess Mar- 
garet. “I have followed his trail through 
high society figures and ruthless under- 
world characters until I caught up with 
him," the Star quoted Miller as saying. 

Lord Lucan,~whose ancestor ordered tbe 
light brigade on its ill-fated charge of Rus- 
sian guns at the 1 854 Battle of Balaclava in 
tbe Crimean War, has been hunted by 
police in nearly every corner of the world. 

Police issued a warrant for Lord Lucan’s 
arrest on charges of killing the nanny and 
trying to murder his wife. Lady Lucan told 
the inquest into the death of the nursemaid 
that her estranged husband tried to strangle 
her. But the earl's mother, the dowager 
Lady Lucan, said he had told her he had 
interrupted a fight in tbe basement between 
his wife and anottae r man oo tbe night of the 
killing. j 


Mrs. Gandhi to meet Brezhnev 


India said keeping equidistant between Big 2 


NEW DELHI, Sept 10 (AFP) — Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhfs official visits to 
Moscow this month and to Washington last 
month show non aligned India anxious to 
remain equidistant between tbe two super- 
powers, observers here said. 

Starting Sept. 20, Mrs. Gandhi will spend a 
week in tbe Soviet Union, just as she did in 
tbe United States. She will be in Moscow for 
48 hours and meet President Leonid Brezh- 
nev before a combination work- and-pleasure 
visit to the countryside. She is due back here 
Sept. 26. 

This program is similar to the one for her 
eight-day official U.S. visit in early August, 
when after a White House meeting with Pres- 
ident Reagan, she traveled coast to coast But 
in Moscow, she will not find the equivalent of 
tbe U.S. National Press Club, which con- 
tributed so much to making her visit an extra- 
ordinary public relations success, Western 
observers noted. 

She will be accompanied by her son Rajiv 
Gandhi, a member of parliament who also 
went along on her U.S. trip. It will be Mrs. 
Gandhfs second visit to tbe Soviet Union as 
prime minister, the previous trip being six 
years ago. President Brezhnev made an 
official visit to India in December, 1980. 

Diplomatic sources here said the Soviets 
would have preferred Mrs. Gandhi to visit in 
1981 to mark tbe 10th anniversary of the 
Indo- Soviet Treaty of Friendship and 
Cooperation. But Indian diplomacy 
requirement^' dictated otherwise as New 
*p«tfir‘Was hgghmflig itST re-centering” bet- : ■ 
ween Moscow and Washington, arid re- 
establishing a dialogue witfilPeking.th'e sour- 
ces said. 

L.V.I. Lissenko, chairman of the Soviet 
Union’s committee for foreign economic 
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relations, was quoted by the Indian press Fri- 
day as saying the committee's work will lead 
to important developments In bilateral trade 
and other industrial projects. 

Indo-Soviet trade went from $1,444 mil- 
lion for 1961-1 965 to $6,333 million for 
1976-1980. The two countries expect an 
increase in trade volume of 1 50 percent in the 
next decade. Indo- U.S. trade for 1979-1981 
stood at $5,387 million. 

Heavy industry in India is mostly founded 


on Soviet technology. Soviets have helped 
financially and technologically in some 70 
important industrial projects. 

Moscow supplies 60 percent of India's oil 
needs and buys some 40 percent of Indian 
cotton output. 

Indian developmental requirements and 
the needs of its 680 million inhabitants are 
such that neither the United States nor the 
Soviet Union can replace tbe other and sweep 
the country into its orbit, observers said. 


Court to decide on 2 Kenyan rebels 


DAR ES SALAAM, Sept. 10 (AFP) — 
The T anzania government has declined to 
make a ruling cm the fate of two Kenyan Air 
Force runaway rebels who fled here last 
month after an abortive plot to overthrow 
president Daniel Arap Mot's government in 
Kenya. 

The government's stand was announced in 
court here Friday after Justice Minister Julie 
Manning sent the case file back to Chief

Tbe survey, conducted SepL 7 and 8 by the 
national daily Asohi Shi m b un , said the 
number of non-supporters climbed to. a high 
of 52 percent of 3,000 eligible voters ques- 
tioned. In a similar poll in June' 30. percent 
backed, and 46 percent opposed the Suzuki 
government.

American defense bill signed 


TOPEKA, Kansas, Sept. 10 (AP) — Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan signed legislation 
Thursday that gives the Pentagon nearly 
S17S billion to operate the United Slates 
armed services and produce and develop 

weapons for the fiscal year starting Oct. 1. 

White House aides made the announ- 
cement during Reagan's visit here. The 
defense authorization measure, given final 
approval by the Senate on Aug. 17 and by the 
House of Representatives a day later, is less 
than $6. billion below the total Reagan 
requested in his budget last February and 


gives him every major weapon program he 
sought. 

Reflecting the president's program to 
“re- arm America" after what he contends 
were years of neglect by previous adminis- 
trations, the measure also exceeds the I yS2 
authorization bill by more than $47 billion. 

The measure gives the administration 
authority to earmark funds for specific prog- 
rams and activities, but the actual money to 
pay for them must come from an approp- 
riations bill that neither house of Congress 
has yet approved. 


West navies stronger than Russia’s 


MOSCOW, Sept. 10 (R) — Soviet navy 
chief Srgei Gorshkov Thursday denounced 
U.S. defense assessments that Soviet sea 
power posed a growing threat to the security 
of the United States. 

In an interview- with the semi-official 
Novosti Press Agency, Adm. Gorshkov said 
the combined navies of the Western alliance 
were much stronger than the Soviet fleet and 
much more suited to offensive tactics. 

Recent studies by U.S. Defense Depart- 
ment chiefs hayc said the expansion and 
modernization of the Soviet navy posed an 
increasingly serious threat to American sec- 
urity. Novosti said the Soviet navy chief dis- 


missed these reports and considered that it 
was the West's battle fleets and submarines 
which were a real danger to world peace. 

Adm. Gorshkov said he agreed that the 
technical standards and combat ability of 
Soviet ships had been improved and that the 
fleet had grown from a coastal defense force 
into an ocean-going navy. But the strength of 
the U.S. and Soviet navies could be judged by 
their total tonnage, he suggested. While the 
U.S. force totaled 4.5 million .. tons, Mos- 
cow amounted only to 2.6 million. 

While the NATO alliance's navies had a 
total of 26 aircraft carriers, the Soviet Union 
had only, two, Adm. Gorshkov said.

house was Wl to 117. 2.2 more than needed 
to override the veto. 

Congress can enact a bill into jaw over the 
president's veio with a two-thirds vote m 
both chambers. But the Senate, controlled by 
Reagan's Republican Party is expected to 
sustain the veto. 


If the Senate sustains the veto, the pres- 
ident and Congress will have to agree to a 
new bill to fund federal payrolls and a variety 
of programs this month. Democratic leaders 
harshly denounced the veto before the issue 
was put to a vote. 

Speaker Thomas (TIP) O'Neill called the 
veto "a dastardly political move by a man 


with a stone heart.” House Democratic 
leader Jim Wright said the president has “a 
warm smile and a cold heart” and he called 
Reagan's assertion that the bill upset his 
budget “as phoney as a three dollar bill.” 

But the president’s predominantly Repub- 
lican supporters said the bill did break his 
budget and agreed with him that with it Con- 
gress slid “ back into old spendthrift habits.” 

White House spokesman Larry Speakes 
said earlier that Reagan made a number of 
phone calls to house members from Air Force 
One, on which he flew to the Midwest Thurs- 
day on a speaking engagement, in an attempt 
to rally support. 

In another development the Senate Thurs- 
day failed to close off debate on a school 
prayet/ abortion amendment to the bill which 
would raise the upward limit of debt ceiling to 
$1.29 trillion from $400 billion through fiscal 
1983. The Senate voted 47 to 41 for the 
closure motion, but it still fell 13 short of the 
three fifth majority to end the debate.

Australia in grip of drought

ARM1DALE. Australia. Sept. 10 (API — 
Australia is in the grip of one of the worst 
droughts on record here with 60 percent of 
the nation's 170,000 farms affected. 

Most serious in the eastern stales of Vic- 
toria and New South Wales, the drought has 
deepened in the past two months and 
threatens the wheat crop. There has been 
almost no winter rain. Fields in this area of 
northern New South Wales are brown and 
tinder dry. 

Bush and grass fires are burning across 
thousands of square miles of parched coun- 
tryside. Almost 90 percent of New South 
Wales. Australia's largest state, is in the same 
condition. 

The National Farmers Federation 
estimates the drought will cost farmers 
Australian $2.2 billion ($2.1 billion) in lost 
revenue this year. John White, chairman of 
the Livestock and Grain Producers' 
Association, said it could take 10 years for 
Australia's cattle and sheep industry to 
recover from the loss of breeding herds. 


He also predicted the drought would cause 
a severe drop in Australian export income, 
lower exchange rates, an increase in the 
national deficit, and force a decline in 
Australian living standards. More than half of 
Australia's export income, be pointed out, 
comes from agriculture and “it already looks 
like Australia is going to have difficulty in 
meeting the needs of its traditional cus- 
tomers.” 

The Australian Wheat Board estimates the 
wheat harvest could be as low as eight million 
tons compared with 1 5 million last year worth 
Australian $1.5 billion ($1.44 billion). 

The Bureau of Agricultural .Economics 
estimates that if here are no spring rains in 
September and October the $4.46 billion 
estimated value of rural production could be 
halved. 

The federal government has been forced to 
step in with subsidies for farmers. These 
include subsidies on interest rates over 12 
percent and a 50 percent subsidy on all pur- 
chases of fodder for livestock. 
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Mexico rules 
out change 
in oil prices 


-MEXICO CITY, Sept. 10 (R) — Mexico 
has said that its oil prices would remain 
unchanged this month at $25 for offshore 
heavy and $32.50 for light crude. The oil 
price has not changed for the last six months. 

Hie state oil concern Pemex said .exports 
las t month averaged 1.6? million barrels per 
day (bpd) taking the average this year to 1 .38 
million bpd. 

Government officials have said Mexico 
hopes to export an average of 1 .5 million bpd 
this year, a figure most oQ experts believe is 
optimistic given the relatively slack world 
demand and the approaching winter weather 
which slows offshore production. 

Mexico was exporting only about 1.1 mil- 
lion bpd at tbe beginning of the year because 
of falling demand, according to the experts. 
Since then it has managed to increase its con- 
tracts, but often at less favorable terms, they 
said. 

In Santo Domingo, Venezuelan Energy 
Minister Calderon Berti said cheap oil sup- 
plies to Central America and the Caribbean 
from Mexico and Venezuela will not be affec- 
ted by current financial problems. 

On a private visit to the Dominican Repub- 
lic, Calderon told reporters Thursday both 
countries were committed to supplying oil to 
tbe region at concessionary rates under an 
agreement signed two years ago m San Jose. 
Costa Rica.

American firms abet S T " “ 


WASHINGTON. SepL 10 (R) - U.S. 
companies are involved in a secret plan to 
help South Africa beat international trade 
sanctions, according to a Slate Department 
document. 

The document was obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act by the 
American Friends Service Committee 
(AFSC), the Quaker Organization based iu 
Philadelphia. It was included in a new 
AFSC study on the arms embargo and com- 
puter exports to South Africa. 

A spokesman said the document gave few 
details but indicated U.S. firms in South 
Africa “have already made plans to camou - 
flage their operation through subterfuges 
arranged with affiliates in their countries.” 

The AFSC study examines . the loopholes 
in U.S. controls on exports to South Africa 
and documents the government's use of 
U.S. supplied computers. It says American 
computer companies “virtually control tbe 
South African computer market, a function 
which allies them with tbe apartheid 
l apparatus and involves them in the main- 


tenance of white minority rule.” 

. The Quaker organization called on the 
Reagan adm inistration to rescind export 
regulations allowing U.S- companies to do 
business with the South African govern- 
ment, police, military, and arms manufac- 
turers. Our research' has turned up 
numerous cases which indicate that advan- 
ced technology from the United States is 
available to Pretoria's government, security 
apparatus and military establishment, an 
AFSC spokesman said. 

The study, called “Automating apartheid 
— U.S. computer exports to South Africa 
and tbe arms embargo,” cites International 
Business Machines (IBM); Control Data, 
Perkins- Elmer, Sperry, Helwett- Packard, 
Burroughs and Data General as so me of tbe 
American firms exporting computers to 
South Africa. .

Japan’s imports 
of gold may dip

TOKYO, Sept. 10 <R) — Japanese gold 
imports, excluding coins, are likely to fall well 
below the 300 tons for calender 1 982 projec- 
ted early this year because of increasing metal 
selling by smaller investors to take profits, 
traders said. 

Imports in the first seven months of this 
year totaled 133.78 tons compared with a 
recofd 167.3 in 1981, customs-cleared trade 
statistics show. 

Many gold experts here predicted imports 
would rise to around 300 due to active buying 
late last year, when the price fell to a t wo-ye ar 
low of 3,000 yea per gram, and in view of 
over the counter sales at banks and securities 
firms from last April. 

One major importer said imports could fall 
to around 200 tons this year. 


LONDON, Sept. 10 (R) — Under pres- 
sure from other Western governments, 
Britain has agreed to set free Argentine 
financial assets, frozen during this year’s 
Falklands conflict, if Argentina will release 
British assets, government sources have said. 

An outline agreement was reached this 
week at the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) meeting in Toronto, where the finan- 
cial difficulties of Argentina and several 
other big Third World borrowers were a 
major issue, the sources said. 

Britain previously refused to treat financial 
and trade sanctions as separate isues. But 
world bankers argued in Toronto that it 
would be almost impossible to reschedule 
Argentina’s $36.6 billion external debt with- 
out the participation of British banks. 

The chancellor of the exchequer. Sir Geof- 
frey Howe, told Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher and her cabinet Thursday that no 
response had yet been received from Argen- 
tina on the proposal for a reciprocal end to 
financial sanctions. 

When Argentina seized the Falkland 
Islands in April, Britain embargoed trade 
between the two countries and froze Argen- 
tine assets, which consisted mainly of about 
$ 1 billion on deposit in British banks. 

In response, Argentina baited payments on 
$3 .6 billion in debt to British banks, and froze 


After recapturing the islands, Britain at. 
first demanded a public acknowledgement 
that hostilities were over, but later sought 
only a reciprocal end to -the sanctions. 

Diplomatic links are still cut and 
negotiations have been going on through 
intermediaries. If financial sanctions are 
abandoned by both sides, one of Britain’s 
main objectives would be to reopen com- 
munications links through Argentina to the 
Falklands, informed sources said.

U.K.-U.S. dispute escalates 


LONDON, Sept. 10 (AFP) - The 
government Friday ordered two British 
firms, both subsidiaries of United States 
finns, to ignore Washington’s embargo on 
the Soviet gas pipeline to Western Europe. 

The move closely foDows Thursday’s U.S. 
ban on exports of energy-related equipment 
or technology to the British firm John Brown 
Engineering, which had just sent off six gas 
turbines to the Soviet Union in defiance of 
the embargo. 

The two firms, like John Brown, have both 
signed pipeline contracts with the Soviet 
Union for equipment containing crucial 
U-S.-made parts. 

They are Walter ‘Kidde, which has a 9.5 
mfltion pound ($16 minion) deal to supply" 
fire-prevention equipment, and Andrew 
Corporation, which has a one million pound 
(51.71 million) contract for communications 
equipment. 

On Aug. 2 John Brown was ordered by the 
British government to honor its 104 million 
pound (5180 million) contract to send Mos- 
cow 21 gas turbines, which contain crucial 
rotors made by the U.S. firm General Elec- 
tric. 


In making its order Friday. Britain invoked 
the protection of trade interests law, as it had 
earlier down with John Brown. 

Earlier, following the clamping of the ban 
on John Brown, a Downing Street spokes- 
man for Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
bad said: “The British government regrets 
the U.S. decision and will have to study it 
before making up its mind what its reaction is 
going to be." 

Well-informed sources said Mrs. Thatcher 
was enraged by the move. She was against 
any attempt by the U.S. administration to 
interfere with British commercial interests, 
despite her general overall support for its 
policies. 

John Smith the opposition Labor Party's 
spokesman on trade, wrote to Mrs. Thatcher 
describing the embargo as “the most serious 
international trade crisis berween Britain and 
the United Slates since the World War. II. 

Conservative Member of Parliament John 
Stokes said: “this son of behavior by the U.S. 
is hardly that of our closest ally.” 

John Brown, meanwhile, confirmed having 
received notice of the U.S. sanctions, which 
also covers three of the firm's subsidiaries.

OPEC falling in red ruled out 


BAHRAIN. Sept. 10 (R) — OPEC coun- 
tries, thanks to a very strong dollar over the 
summer and slowing import growth. are 
likely to end the year with a balanced current 
account despite lower than expected oil sales, 
Arab and Western bankers believe. 

OPEC this week forecast a $9.5 billion 
deficit based on trade data for the first few 
months of this year. But the consensus among 
financial experts in the Gulf is that on present 
indications Gulf OPEC members will remain 
in sufficient surplus to offset deficits among 
the nine other members. 

OPEC countries had an estimated $60 bil- 
lion current account surplus last year. But 
recession in the oil-consuming West and a 
sharp fall in Western demand due to a switch 
to alternative energy has hit their revenues. 

OPEC oil output is probably now running 
below 1 7 million barrels per day and the most 
optimistic forecasts from OPEC itself see a 
rise to only 21 milli on by year-end. 

Published forecasts on OPECs current 
account range widely. Chase Manhattan 
Bank sees anything from a $3 billion surplus 
to a SI 5 billion deficit. First Chicago Bank 
expects a $1 5 billion deficit, but Marine Mid- 
land B ank forecast a $17 billion surplus in 
April. 

Mideast economists said they expect bal- 
ance although export prices have slipped to 
below $32 a barrel from $33.20 based on 
official prices. 

Some economists said an.apparent slowing 
1 bt ong- -mem be t 

makes extreme deficit forecasts unlikely. 
Some expect a rise in imports of goods and 
services (excluding interest payments) of 
only about 5 percent this year after a 20 per- 
cent increase in 1981. 


High-absorbing countries have been 
forced to slow growth, they said, while low- 
absorbers like Kuwait, Qatar and the United 
Arab Emirates have chosen to slow their 
economies in the face of slumping revenues. 

The unusual strength of the dollar over the 
summer also gave a fillip to OPEC earnings.

NFL talks resume

Ed Garrey, executive director of the 
NFL Players Association (NFLPA), said 
it is“ highly unlikely” that a strike could be 
averted unless wages are tied to a fixed 
percentage of gross revenues. 

As well as wage increases for all players 
in proportion to gross revenues, the 
NFLPA is also demanding elimination of 
what the union considers incentives for 
teams to cut older players far financial 
v reasons. y 


Aussies arrive in Pakistan sans Marsh 


KARACHI, Pakistan. Sept. 10 (AP) — A 
14-member Australian cricket team, accom- 
panied by three officials, arrived here Friday 
on a seven-week tour of Pakistan. 

During their visit, the Australians will play 
three official Tests, three friendly matches 
and three One-Day Internationals. 

The team left for Rawalpindi where it is 
scheduled to play the first three-day zonal 
match of its tour. Wicket-keeper Rodney 
Marsh did not come with the team and is 
expected to arrive in about a week in time for 
the Test match in Karachi. Australian offi- 
cials said. 

The Australian Cricket Board announced 
in Melbourne that all future contract and 
invitations to play for Australian players, nil!

they participate. The board will not make this 


retrospective. 

In future the Australian team will receive 
$8,71 1 bonus for each Test win against Eng- 
land this summer, making it possible for cric- 
keters to receive $43,555 bonus if Australia 
won foe five Test series. The losing team will 
get $2,903 and the man of the match in each 
Test $968. 

The Board has derided that the Australian 
team bonus will jackpot in the event of a draw 
or defeat and the team will win whatever is 
left in the pool if they win foe rest of foe 
series.

East Germans dominate European meet 


ATHENS, Sept. 10 (R) — fcasi Germany 
helped themselves to four more gold medals 
at the European Athletics Championships 
Thursday, but it was Greece's first ever 
European title that brought the 80,000 crowd 
to their feet. 

It was in excitement of a Greek victory in 
the womens javelin that every seat in the 
magnificent new Olympic Stadium was filled. 
And the sturdily- built Anna Verouli did not 
disappoint her following. A massive fifth 
throw of 70.02 meters, a championship 
record gave her the gold medal by more than 
two meters from East German Antje Kempe. 
To add to the jubilant scenes, Sofia Sakorafa, 
the second Greek thrower was third. . 

East Germany increased their tally of gold 
medals to nine after 23' events. They won 
both men's and women's 200 meters to com- 
plete a dican sweep of the sprints, while Udo 
Beyer and Lutz Dombrowski carried off the 
shot and long jump titles with dominant per- 
formances. 

After the disappointment of winning only 
one title on the first three days of the cham- 
pionships. the Soviet Union rallied slightly 
with wins m a poor pole vault competition 
and the women's 3.000 meters. 

The day' s other two titles went to be 'spec- 
tacled West German Hartmut Weber in the 
men's 400 meters and Poland" s Lucyna Kalek 
in the women's 100 meters hurdles. Both 
achieved championship recoeds. 

The men's 200 men's provided the closest 
finish of the day with East German Olaf Pre- 
nzler just holding off the fast finishing 
Cameron Sharp of Britain. Once again all 
eyes turned to watch the replay on the huge 
screens ar either end of the stadium but even 
this failed to provide conclusive evidence of 
the results. The electronic timing separated 
the two men by one hundredth. of a second 
with Prenzler timed in 20.46 seconds. 

East Germany and Britain also filled the 
first two places in the women's 200 meter, but 
this time there was no doubt about the resulr 
with Baerbel Woeckel striding home impre- 
ssively in 22.04 seconds.

Vilas blasts Gullikson 
for a duel with Connors

Sept. I Urgen- 
cies) — Fourth-seeded Guillermo Vilas of 
Argentina filled up the last semifinal spot in 
the men's singles at the U.S. Open Tennis 
Championships Thursday when he defeated 
unseeded Tom Gullikson 6-2, 6-1. 6-3. 

The left-handed South American, who 
won the U.S. Open crown in 1977, will play 
Wimbledon champion Jimmy Connors on 
Saturday for a place in the final. Top-seeded 
John Mctnroe and Third-seeded Ivan Lendl 
of Czechoslovakia square up for the other 
final slot. 

For the first time since 1 969, the top four 
seeds in the men's singles have reached the 
semifinal stage. Vilas, enjoying his finest U.S. 
Open, needed only one hour and 36 minutes 
to beat the 31 -year-old Gullikson. The 30- 
year-oid Argentine never lost his service and 
was in total command throughout. 

Gullikson was a surprise quarterfinalist. 
He has never gone beyond the second round 
in five previous U.S. ..Opens and has been 
beaten in either the first or second rounds in 
1 U of his 1 1 tournaments this year. But he had 
a relatively easy draw and did not have to 
meet any seeded player until Thursday. He 
was never in the match against Vilas, who had 
beaten the American without losing a set in 
two previous meetings.

Jimmy Connors, meanwhile, feels himself 
peaking at the U.S. Open. And it couldn't 
come at a better time for the three-time 
champion now that the tournament is 
heading into its final stages. 

Connors advanced to the open semifinals 
for the ninth consecutive year Thursday with 
an easy 6-1, 6-3, 6-4 .victory over amateur 
Rodney Harmon. 

The first title of the two-week tournament 
was settled Thursday when Kevin Curren of 
South Africa and Steve Demon came from 
behind to defeat Victor Amava and Hank 
Pfister 6-2, 6-7, (4-7), 5-7, 6-2, 6-4 for the 
men's doubles crown. 

Connors did a workmanlike job on Har- 
mon, the Southern Methodist University 
undergraduate, who came into this tour- 
nament as a wild card entry. He dropped the 
fust game of the mafeh to Hannon's service 
but then raced through the next six. capturing 
the first set in 22 minutes. 

"I think he started off nervous," said Con- 
nors, who won this tournament in 1974, 
1976, and 1978. “He's big and strong — ser- 
ves and covers the net very well. It was tough 
to go to the top or around him. so I started 
hitting through him. I hit a few good ones and 
mjydw jhatimad&iJitiqidulktJe *ea*at 
come in."

Schmidt’s challenge 
spells coalition end 


BONN, Sept. 10 (R) — An unprecedented 
parliamentary row in West German Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidt’s shaky left-liberal 
coalition has probably set a timetable for his 
government’s demise, political commen- 
tators said Friday. 

The row dominated Thursday's Bundestag 
(lower house) state of the nation debate, 
laying bare deep rifts in the 13-year-old 
alijgnrv* of Social Democrats (SPD) and Free 
Democrats (FDP). Schmidt challenged FDP 
ministers to say openly if they wanted to quit. 
FDP leader and Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher replied that tough 
negotiations next month on the 1 983 budget 
would decide the government's future. 

Several newspaper editorials Friday 
described the exchanges as "fanrweQ spee- 
ches” for the coalition and said the govern- 
ment’s fall was only a question of weeks. 
Christian Democratic (CDU) deputies said 


•conservative opposition ■ leader Helmut Kohl 
was convinced that Genscher is finally pre- 
pared to jump, after months of wavering. 

Many Free Democrats, who blame their 
alliance with the SPD Cor a series of heavy 
fosses in local elections, have dropped broad 
hints recently of a possible switch to an 
alliance with the CDU. 

Genscher agreed with the chancellor 
Thursday that the coalition partners could be 
proud of their achievements during their 
13-year partnership. But he exploded a 
minor bombshell by referring in glowing 
terms to the FDPs achievements during its 
postwar partnership with the CDU which it 
ended in 1969. Diplomats who attended the 
debate interpreted Genscher’s comments as 
an early farewell to Schmidt, especially as it 
will be hard for the two sides to reconcile 
their differences on financing the budget 
deficit 


Uganda parades 100 rebels 


KAMPALA, Sept 10 (AFP) — Ugandan 
authorities Friday paraded over 100 prison- 
ers, said to be rebels, at a hastily organized 
public rally in central Kampala. Vice Presi- 
dent Paulo Muwanga told crowds who 
gathered to look at the prisoners that the 
public display of captured rebels was 
intended to raise the awareness of Kampala 
people to rebel activities in the country. 


The display, the first of its kind since the 
Obote government was returned to power in 
December 1 980. was not intended as a media 
event or as a final humiliation of the captured 
rebels, he said. 

Most of the several thousand people who 
turned up to see the captured rebels were city 
workers who strode over to the city square 
during their lunch break.

JAL pilot said 
mentally unstable 

TOKYO. Sept. 10 (R) — City authorities 
Friday ordered the confinement in a mental 
hospital of a Japan Airlines (JAL) pilot 
whose DC-8 airliner crashed in Tokyo Bay 
last February tilling 24 persons, officials said. 

They said the decision was taken after two 
psychiatrists decided that pilot Seiji KatagirL. 
36. was mentally unstable and in danger of 
injuring himself and others. The police 
decided Thursday not to press any criminal 
charges against Katagiri after putting him to 
separate tests. 

Police sources said an investigation into the 
accident would now focus on deciding 
whether JAL was to blame for allowing the 
mentally fll pilot to remain on flying duty. 
JAL President Yasumoto Takagi. reacting to 
a suggestion by Transport Minister Tokusab- 
uro K osaka that he should consider quitting, 
said he would not resign..

He said the 
sanctions would be lifted as pan of an 
economic reform plan that Argentina would 
draw up in return for an IMF loan which the 
Buenos Aires government, staggering under 
its debt to Western banks, sought at the 
meeting. The size, length and conditions of 
the aid package have not yer been worked 
out. 

Argentina was the only country of more 
than 140 attending the meeting formally to 
ask the IMF for help. But many other nations 


held talks with commercial bankers outside 
the conference to try to get their debts 
rescheduled. 

The issue of Third World indebtedness to 
the West was an obsession with most of the 
finance ministers and bankers, many of 
whom feared that a monetary collapse in one 
or more developing countries could trigger a 
chain reaction that would bring down the 
world banking system. 

But De Larosiere, Regan and British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Sir Geoffrey 
Howe tried to dispel these fears by repeatedly 
stating that the global -financial situation, 
while worrisome, was nonetheless man- 
ageable. Despite progress on many issues, it 
was missing in one crucial area: Negotiations 
on an IMF loan to get Mexico through its 
financial crisis.
